In Baghdad, where two government ministry buildings 
were devastated by direct bomb hits Tuesday, a Soviet 
envoy was expected to meet with Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein in a search for a solution short of a fight to the 
finish in the desert. 

A French newspaper suggested that Soviet advisers 
are still aiding the Iraqi military. If true, it could wreck 
the U.S.-Soviet consensus on the Persian Gulf. 

A senior U.S. military official said the combined-forces 
bombardment, which began at 4 a.m. Tuesday and lasted 
three hours, was the biggest battlefield action yet ini- 
tiated by the allied forces. 


British Defense Minister Tom King, expressing 
strong support for the U.S. strategy, said there 
was “a need to see some significant reduction in 
Iraq’s military capability” before a major ground 
effort to push the Iraqis out of Kuwait. 

Bush also met with French Defense Minister 
Pierre Joxe to discuss the status of the war. Joxe 
said French troops would be included in the ground 
war and the decision on when to begin it would 
involve “a mixture of military and political consid- 
erations” by Bush and other coalition leaders. 

The visiting officials also met with Defense Sec-

retary Dick Cheney. 

Bush, during an Oval Office photo session with 
King, turned aside questions of when a ground war 
might start. 

But he strongly took issue with Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein on the question of civilian casu- 
alties. 

Saddam, Bush said, is “accusing us of indiscrimi- 
nate bombing of civilians, and it’s simply not true.” 

“What’s overlooked is the amount of brutality 
that’s so evident and so purposeful on his part. It’s 
not taken human life yet, but it’s pretty bad,” Bush 
said. “We are doing the right thing.”

MOSCOW — The Warsaw Pact, 
the Soviet-led Cold-War alliance 
whose troops crushed reform move- 
ments in two countries, will dis- 
solve its military structure by 
April, the Kremlin said Tuesday. 

The Soviet Union planned to 
change its relations with the six 
other members of the alliance to bi- 
lateral ties, said Vitaly Ignatenko, 
a Kremlin spokesman. 

Hungarian Prime Minister Jozsef 
Antall said pact officials will meet in 
Budapest, Hungary, on Feb. 25 to 
formalize the action. 
~ “This will be a historical moment 
in the life of the nation,” Prime Min- 
ister Antall said. 

The agreement to end the mili- 
tary alliance apparently will coin- 
cide with the termination of Come- 
con, the bloe’s trade organization. 
Its formal demise also is scheduled 
at a summit of the group’s heads of 
government in Budapest at the end 
of February, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said. 

Hungary and Czechoslovakia 
were invaded by Warsaw Pact 
forces to crush reform movements 
in 1956 and 1968, respectively. For 
months, they have sought dissolu- 
tion of the pact’s military structure 
by June and abolition of the alliance 
early next year. Ignatenko told re- 
porters the dissolution would be 
completed by April. He said the So- 
viets hope the move “will reduce 
military confrontation in Europe” 
and end the face-off between East- 
ern and Western blocs. 

“We expect some reaction from 
the NATO countries,” he said with-

of Communist regimes in Poland, 
East Germany, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia in 1989, Soviet offi- 
cials have been calling for the trans- 
formation of Eastern and Western 
alliances from military into political 
organizations. 

A NATO spokesman responded 
to the Kremlin announcement by 
saying, “It is up to the member 
countries of the Warsaw Treaty Or- 
ganization to decide upon their own 
future security policy and the rele- 
vance of the Warsaw Treaty Orga- 
nization in this regard.” 

NATO has stressed that the 
Western alliance, comprised of 16 
democratic nations, should not be 
compared to the Soviet-dominated 
Warsaw Pact. Czechoslovakia’s 
president, Vaclav Havel, sug- 
gested Monday that his country 
would cooperate more closely with 
NATO, calling the Western mili- 
tary alliance Europe’s sole interna- 
tional body that follows democratic 
rules. 

The Warsaw Pact was formed in 
1955 in response to the creation of 
NATO. The original members were 
the Soviet Union, Poland, East 
Germany, Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Bulgaria, Romania and Al- 
bania. Albania left the pact in 1962. 
Poland, which led the 1989 demo- 
cratic reform movement that over- 
turned four decades of Communist 
rule throughout most of Eastern 
Europe, also supports dissolving 
the pact. Romania and Bulgaria 
want to dissolve its military role. 

Under the pact, the Eastern Eu- 
ropean countries shared some

Democracy activists 
sentenced to 13 
years in prison

BEIJING — Two longtime democ- 
racy activists were sentenced Tues- 
day to 18 years in prison, apparently 
receiving the most severe punish- 
ment yet stemming from the 1989 
Tiananmen Square protests. 

The court gave a six-year sentence 
to a third man convicted of sedition 
and released a fourth who it said was 
guilty but had repented. 

Wang Juntao, a 33-year-old news- 
paper editor, and Chen Ziming, 38, 
the head of a private social science 
research institute, received the 13- 
year prison terms after being con- 
victed of sedition. 

Robin Munro, a researcher for the 
human rights group Asia Watch, said 
authorities were seeking to make the 
two the scapegoats for the 1989 
democracy movement, which drew 
millions of protesters into the streets 
of cities nationwide. 

“They said there was a conspiracy. 
By their own logic they had to pro- 
duce scapegoats and conspirators,” 
Munro said in a telephone interview 
from his Hong Kong office. 

Sources close to the two men’s 
families said Chen asked the court to 


investigate alleged tampering with 
documents and tapes used against 
him; but his petition was turned 
down. 

They said the judges in both trials 
also refused to let the defense attor- 
neys present new information that 
showed their clients’ innocence, and 
repeatedly interrupted Chen and 
Wang when they tried to defend 
themselves, 

Asked about the sentences, State 
Department spokeswoman Margaret 
Tutwiler said the administration finds 
them “deeply troubling.” 

“No prison sentence imposed for 
non-violent activity could be consid- 
ered lenient,” she said. 

“The speed of the verdicts, the lim- 
ited opportunity afforded defendants 
to prepare a defense and the inability 
of independent observers to attend 
the trails inevitably raises questions 
of justice, fairness and due process.” 

She said China denied permission 
for U.S. Embassy personnel to ob- 
serve the trials. 

The sentences were revealed one 
hour after the court finished hearing 
evidence in Wang’s case and less than 
an hour after it finished hearing 
Chen’s.

USU experiments to be on shuttle flight 


LOGAN, Utah — Three Utah State University experiments will be aboard 
Discovery for the space shuttle’s next flight, scheduled March 9, from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. 

“They’re packed and loaded in the canisters and waiting to be loaded” in the 
cargo bay for Discovery’s planned eight-day flight for the Air Force and 
Defense Department, Frank Redd, director of the USU Center for Space 
Engineering, said Monday. 

“We're so much involved in this flight, this is really a Cache Valley special,” 
he said. The primary USU research vehicle is CIRRIS, or Cryogenic Infrared 
Aediance Instrument for Shuttle, which includes a two-ton, 9-foot-long tele- 
Seope for measuring the upper ‘atmosphere’s aurora borealis:

Bakker’s prison sentence thrown out 


RICHMOND, Va. — The judge who gave Jim Bakker a 45-year prison term 
was influenced by his religious beliefs, said an appeals court that on Tuesday 
ordered the former television evangelist resentenced. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Richmond upheld Bakker’s 1989 
conviction on 24 counts of mail fraud, wire fraud and conspiracy. 

But the three-judge panel threw out the sentence because of remarks made 
by U.S. District Judge Robert D. Potter at the sentencing hearing in Char- 
lotte, N.C. The court ordered that Bakker be resentenced by a different 
judge.

attacks inparkinglots «&

Two female shoppers were as- 
saulted in local parking lots in unre- 
lated incidents within the last week. 

One woman, 48, was kidnapped in 
front of the K mart, 1165 S. Univer- 
sity Ave., about 8 p.m. Monday. 

The woman was on the way to her 
car when a man forced her into the car 
and made her drive south to a 
deserted area just outside of Provo 


City limits, said Provo City Police’ 


Sgt. Don Messick. 
In the area of the Pacific States 


' iCast Iron Pipé Company mill, the 
“woman was pulled out of her car and 
‘physically assaulted, Messick said. 


The man also attempted to rape her, 
but she struggled and was able to pre- 
vent him, Messick said. 

The victim was able to get away 
from her assailant, but he ran and 
caught her, Messick said. 

During another rape attempt, the 
woman was able to “effectively dis- 
able” him with a “hard and well- 
placed” kick, Messick said. 

The officer said the woman was 
able to get back in her car and drive 
away, leaving the man behind. 

There is no connection between this 
sexual assault case and one that oc- 
curred Sunday, in which a Provo 
woman was raped in her home by an 
intruder, Messick said. 

“The descriptions of the suspects 
are totally different,” he said. 

The suspect in the latest case is a 
6-foot, white male in his mid-20s, 
weighing about 180 pounds, with dark 
brown, shoulder-length hair, Messick 
said. 

Another woman, who is 20 years 
old, was assaulted Thursday at about 
7:30 p.m. in the parking lot of Store- 
house Market, 680 N. 200 West, in 
Provo, Messick said. 

The woman had just put her gro- 
ceries in the car and was getting in to 
leave when a man tried to take her 
purse, which was on her lap, he said. 

The victim struggled, and the as- 
sailant kicked her in the legs, Messick 
said. 

“He didn’t get (the purse), but she 
got hurt a little bit,” he said. The as- 
sailant fled when the victim 
screamed, the officer said. 

The victim reported seeing other 
people in the parking lot when the 
erime occurred, Messick said. They 
were either unaware of the situation 
or didn’t want to get involved, he 
said. 

“Women should make sure they 
lock their car when they get out, and 
if they see anyone loitering in the area 
of their car, they should go back into 
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the store and get the manager or 
someone else to come out with them,” 
Messick said. 

Officer Karen Morales, Provo City 
Police Department crime prevention 
specialist, said women should park 
their cars in well-lit areas and lock 
them. 

“Before a woman leaves the safety 
of the store, she should have her key 
in hand so she doesn’t have to stand 
outside fumbling through her purse,” 
Morales said. “Be alert and observant 
as youre walking to your car,” she 
said.

Give SAC a chance 


Along with the final round for BYUSA president, Selections 1991 con- 
tinues today by letting BYU students vote for their Student Advisory 
Council representatives. But, after looking close at the full-page Selec- 
tions ad that was in Monday’s Universe, BY U students might be confused 


about how SAC voting works. 


According to the BYUSA Charter, each of BY U’s 12 colleges sends two 


representatives to the SAC.

That means, ideally, there 
would have been at least 24 
smiling faces — two candidates 
for each of the colleges’ elected

According to the ad, students from the College of Humanities and the 
College of Family, Home and Social Sciences will actually get to pick 
between two candidates. The ballots in seven other colleges will carry the 
name of a sole candidate. But that is more than the three remaining 
colleges, which had no one apply for the elected seat. It’s not an impressive 


showing. 


Anyone who followed the BYUSA presidential. “debates” last week, 
couldn’t help but notice that the Student Advisory Council was one of the 
most talked about topics. During those discussions, it seemed to be under- 
stood that the council was the body on campus that best represented the 
students. Each of the candidates appeared to have a plan that would 
eventually enhance that representation. 

We agree that the SAC is the closest thing to a voice that students now 
have on campus. And we encourage BYUSA and the administration to 
work for the changes that will enhance that voice. But in the meantime, 
we'd hope BYU’s faculty and student body would take the steps it can to 


make the council more meaningful. 


One of the reasons for the lack of interested SAC candidates might be 
that students were not aware of the process. The student that has been 
overseeing SAC Selections during the past weeks said she sent two sepa- 
rate letters to all full-time faculty members announcing Selections. She 
said few faculty read the letters to their students, although they were 


asked to do so. 


Another reason for the lack of candidates might be a lack of interest in 
the SAC. Just two years ago, the SAC was little more than a handful of 
students that sponsored occasional “SAC Yaks,” trying to get a loose 
handle on student opinion. That image might still be in many students’ 


minds. 


However, regardless of the apparent lack of interest in running for a 
position on the Student Advisory Council, the council has changed during 
the past two years. It is becoming a stronger voice for students, and even 
ifit weren’t, it is all the voice students currently have. 

If BYU students hope the administration will some day give them 
better representation in campus decisions, and open elections in the deal, 
getting involved in the SAC might help convey thathope. 

Although it is too late this year for more candidates to run, it is not too 
late to vote in the SAC selections. And it is not too late for students whose 
colleges offered them no choice to express their dismay with the degree of 
attention the SAC selections have been given.

ABC helps kids understand war 


At a time when everyone in the nation is expressing 
fear and doubt about war in the Middle East, ABC news 
has gone to the effort of putting together an informa- 
tional 90-minute program for children — the often for- 
gotten news audience. ABC’s efforts should be highly 
commended. : 

On the first Saturday after the war began, ABC News 
interrupted the network’s cartoon lineup for a military 

| briefing from Saudi Arabia. The briefing was geared to 

; an adult audience, not the child audience that is captured 

| by Saturday morning television. ABC network’s produc- 
ers, executives and anchor/reporter Peter Jennings, be- 
came concerned about the emotional effects the war 
news might have on the children viewing. 

News producer Pat Roddy and Jennings began press- 
ing the network to do something about the situation and 
the end result was a special program, “War in the Gulf: 
Answering Children’s Questions.” It was shown live the 
following Saturday, Jan. 26, at 8:30 MST. 

Jennings began by giving a short geography lesson as 
he walked across a huge map layout of the Middle East 
and pointed to Allied troop locations. (The map was the 
one ABC had previously used for two prime-time news 
specials called “A Line in the Sand.”) 

By calling an 800 telephone number, children viewing 
from across the U.S. could ask questions. Also, on the set 
with Jennings was a group of children ranging from ages 
7 to 14 who lived in the New York area. 

Allison called from Texas: “Can Saddam Hussein 
bomb us?” 

Jennings explained how far Baghdad is from the U.S.: 
“No. No way. Do all you kids understand that? Saddam 
Hussein can do a lot of bad things, but he cannot bomb us 
in the United States. His missiles can’t get here. And his 
aircraft can’t get here. Why couldn’t he get here to the 
United States? Want to take a guess? It’s too far a trip.” 


When Jennings thought someone other than himself 
might be better at explaining the answers, he asked 
other news correspondents, some stationed in Saudi 
Arabia and elsewhere, or military personnel to respond 
to the children’s questions. There was no sugar-coating 
the answers. These adults answered truthfully and told 
them how it is. However, they were careful not to 
breed more fear. 

When children asked questions about chemical war- 
fare, Jennings demonstrated a real gas mask, how it 
fits and works. The children asked about planes being 
used to fight the war and about pilots who had been 
captured. Jennings showed the children models of F-16 
planes so they could get a more visual idea of what they 
looked like. 

As the program was ending, one little girl about 
eight-years-old, raised her hand and asked, “How can 
this war stop?” 

Jennings referred her question to a military official 
who offered this hopeful suggestion: “Maybe Mr. Hus- 
sein will surrender or sit down and talk out some peace- 
ful solution.” 

As American adults and children, we can only hope 
some solution is found soon. In the meantime, the ABC 
News programming department should be commended 
for taking the time to let children ask their questions. 

Parents and school teachers might be wise to order 
the video tape of the pointed questions these children 
asked Jennings. By hearing other children ask ques- 
tions and get real answers from adults, more children 
might open up. War is a scary new idea for today’s 
children who are becoming a captive audience of one of 
the first “media wars.”

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SCIENTIFIC INSIGHTS

Biological warfare: Saddam Hus- 
sein’s hidden hand, his last resort. A 
weapon of lethal and terrifying pro- 
portions — or is it? Donald Robert- 
son, an associate professor of chem- 
istry, says the threat is more 
psychological than real. 

The principal element of any biolog- 
ical arsenal is the bacteria Bacillus 
anthracis, better known as anthrax. 
While there are more dangerous 
agents, anthrax has a stability and 
durability they lack. 

“It can be stored as a dry powder 
and be stable for years,” Robertson 
said. 

Despite its durability, anthrax has 
many limitations as a weapon. Unless 
the bacteria is inhaled or enters the 
bloodstream through a cut, infections 
are minor. Painful boils and inflam- 
mation occur, but they are easily 
treated with penicillin drugs. Fur- 
thermore, vaccines are available that 
make people practically immune to 
these effects. 

The greatest danger of anthrax, 
Robertson said, is if large quantities 
are inhaled. The resulting infection in

the lungs is difficult to detect or treat 
and proceeds very quickly. Under 
such conditions, anthrax can kill in 
less than a day, despite the vaccine. 
The symptoms are usually not notice- 
able until too-late. 

Saddam, however, would need the 
equivalent of a crop-duster plane to 
distribute the bacteria effectively. In 
the event the plane was not de- 
stroyed, anyone protected even by a 
gas mask would only suffer a mild, 
treatable infection. Thus, Saddam’s 
threats seem more bluff than truth. 

Robertson says the danger could be 
far worse. Creating a bacteria with 
deadlier potential would require little 
imagination but much skill: skill he is 
certain Saddam does not have. 

Anthrax vaccines that prevent lung 
infections in animals have been devel- 
oped, but the vaecines ‘fer humans 


have not been perfected because of 
the difficulties involved in testing | 


them. 

The military has shown a renewed 
interest in anthrax research since the 
onset of the gulf conflict, Robertson 
said. 

If the military provides funds, he 
will resume research on the anthrax 
bacteria.

Club booth informs students 
on Palestinian-Ilsraeli conflict

BYU students striving to dispel the 
misconceptions about the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict are manning a 
booth in the ELWC Stepdown 
Lounge until 5 p.m. today. 

American Students for Palestinian 
Awareness is a new club being orga- 
nized to inform students about the 
Palestinian conflict. 

One club organizer, Brad Watts, 
24, a senior majoring in international 
relations from Kaysville, said, “Here 
at BYU there are a lot of misconcep- 
tions about the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict.” 

He said misconceptions and igno- 
jvance among students creates a bias 
j against the Palestinians. 

Watts said the booth is an open fo- 
rum for students to talk about the 
conflict. Some of BYU’s Palestinian 
students are available to talk with 
other students at the booth. Rami Al- 
halteh, 22, a senior majoring in elec- 
trical engineering from Amman, Jor- 
dan, said, “Awareness can make a 
difference.” 

Watts’said one goal of the club is to 
help students realize there is a moder- 
ate position that can be safely em- 
braced by Americans. He said the 
club isn’t making an anti-war state- 
ment, but is trying to help students 
realize there are two sides to the is- 
sue, 

Michelle Timothy, 25, a senior ma- 
joring in Near Eastern Studies, said, 
“Tt’s sad that people only see the Is- 
raeli side and don’t see the human 
side.” She said when she lived in 
Jerusalem she was appalled by the 
human rights violations against the 
Palestinian people. 

Some of thése violations were re- 
ported by Amnesty International. 
Amnesty’s 1990 report said in 1989 
more than 4,000 Palestinians were 
held in detention without charge or 
trial, and thousands of Palestinians 
were beaten by Israeli forces.. At 
least six reportedly died from the 
beatings. 

Byron Applegate, 24, a sophomore 
majoring in business from Mesa, 
Ariz., said he didn’t know too much 
about the Palestinians before visiting 
the booth. 

The club members said while they 
can’t teach students everything about 
the conflict, they can help students to 
understand the issues. 

Another of the club’s main objec- 
tives is to convince American stu- 
dents to put pressure on the U.S. gov- 
ernment to help make peace between 

Israel and the Palestinians. 

Watts said Americans have a great 
responsibility because of the billions 
of dollars the United States gives to

The one match that BYU won was 
in doubles. Mike Bucon and Herman 
Vandecasteele defeated Luke FitzSi- 
mons and J.J. Shobar of San Diego, 
6-3, 7-6. 

Bucon and Vandecasteele played 
very well, said BYU coach Jim Os- 
borne. “It was the best match they’ve 
played this season.” *‘ 

Osborne said if Bucon and Vande- 
casteele continue to play as well as 
they did against USD Tuesday, 
they’ll be a solid team at the No. 2 
position for BYU. 

After Tuesday’s match, BY U’s sea- 
son record is 0-4. 

“Tt was not a good match,” Osborne 
said. “We did not play as good as we 
have in the past.” 

In singles, Gabe Pate was the only 
Cougar to win a set. 

Pate won his first set against Sho- 
bar, 6-4 but was defeated in the next 
two, 6-1, 6-3.

New buildings ready for quake ' -

Rumors and predictions of devas- 
tating earthquakes around the nation 
kept people on edge in 1990, and as 
families in Utah continue to prepare 
for the “inevitable” quake, the newest 
buildings in Salt Lake are also being 
equipped for a possible tremor. 

One Salt Lake facility, One Utah 
Center, is designed with a system of 
rigidly connected beams and columns 
which create a very solid structure, 
said Parry Brown, a structural engi- 
neer with Reavely Engineers and As- 
sociates who is working on the pro- 
ject. 

The 24-story building is located at 
200 South and Main Street in Salt 
Lake. 

Owned by the Boyer Company, it is 
scheduled for completion in May, and 
its tenants will include Utah Power 
and Light and the attorney offices of 
Parsons, Behle & Latimer. 

“Seismic forces on the building are 
horizontal forces. These forces act 
much the same way as wind, except 
they are dynamic, meaning they go 
back and forth while wind only goes in 
one direction,” Brown said. 

He said the building’s frame is 
called a ductile moment. resisting 
frame. 

The beams and columns are com- 
pletely welded together so that if the 
beams move the columns move also. 

The welded connection enables the 
full capacity of the beam to be used 
before any. damage would occur, 
Brown said. 

Construction of the building follows 
the. Uniform Building Code, whose 
requirements are updated every 
three years.

“The chemical imbalance isn’t a 
clear cut theory. It doesn’t seem to 
be a clear cut cause and effect and 
es sn’t been proved yet,” said Bar- 

bara Bonorden, clinical installation 
and training specialist for Human 
Affairs International. 

“Tourettes is like Alzheimer’s 
disease was five years ago. We re- 
ally don’t know much about it until 
the patient has died and can be 
tested,” Bonorden said. 

Generally, Tourettes occurs in 
young boys, beginning at age 7 or 
8. The depression that follows is 
intensified by emotions and be- 
comes an “emotional trauma.” 

The mother of a chemically-im- 
balanced BYU student, who 
wishes not be identified, said 
Tourettes is frustrating and takes a 
terrible emotional toll. 

“Problems come hard and fast, 
and she is almost afraid to be 
happy. The highs are hyperactive 
land the lows are suicidal,” the 
mother said. 

“The syndrome is also like a 
| sleep disorder. It’s really difficult 

1 the family if an 8-year-old child 
| stays up until 2 or 3 a.m. Once she 
i did go to sleep, she just couldn’t 
| wake up for hours, sometimes even 
i days. The sleeping patterns differ 
from the rest of the family, making 
it hard,” she said. 

“Then there are times when 
| things are going fine for a few days.

Smith said he was playing basket- 
ball with the other inmates in the jail 

yard Sept. 5, 1990. 

The accident occurred when Smith 
was on the way back to his cell and 
jokingly ran to jump on another in- 
mate’s back. 

The other inmate had already 
started down the stairs. Smith said he 


could not see the top stair because it 


was dark in the stairwell, and he 
stepped completely over it breaking 
-his right heel on impact and injuring

The wall where the supposed es- 
cape attempt was made is approxi- 
mately three stories tall and has 
barbed wire at the top. 

Smith said he would never try to 
climb that wall because it would be 
impossible to accomplish and because

“The cameras were not functioning 
at the time,” Tientka said. 

The jail was being remodeled and 
jail security periodically patrolled the 
area, he said. 

Inmates are usually searched be- 
fore they enter the area in question, 
Smith said. 

“T don’t see how I could have gotten 
sheets in there,” he said. 

Smith added that jail officials first 
said he used a rope in the alleged es- 
cape attempt, but later they said he 
used the sheets. 

Apparently inmates are not always 
searched before entering the area, 
Tientka said. 

“We found sheets out there and 
they were tied together,” he said. 

Tientka also said sheets were miss- 
ing from Smith’s room.
